The business transacted by the office 
during the first six months of this 
year is practically the same amount 
as that done during the whole year 
when G. V,'. Brown took charge of the 
office five years ago. 


That the gain in population and 


business has been steady and consis- 
tent is proven by the fact that th» 
business during the first six months ot 
this year shows a good gain over the 
business during the first six months 
of last year, and the business for the. 
same period last year showed a con- 
sistent gam over the same period for 
1919. 
The postal receipts for this 


period shows a gain of 20 per cent 
over last year, and the increase in the 
money order department has been 25 
per cent. 


The total business handled by the 


local ofiice during the last two con- 
secutive y^ars 'is sufficient to meet 
the requirements of the federal postal 
department for free mail delivery, and 
this convenience can be had if the city 
will meet the requirements as to num- 
bering the houses, having all streets
